The non-elected claims 17-24 have been cancelled. 

A telephone call was made to Stephen J. Stark on 08-31-2005 to cancel the non- 
elected claims 17-24 above, but did not result in an examiner's amendment being 
made. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to disclose a water dispenser, which includes a leak detector 
sensing in a water free area as recited in claim 1; a reflective surface disposed in an 
upper portion of a tank for reflecting ultraviolet rays into at least a portion of a faucet as 
recited in claim 9; an outer vessel located below and about a portion of a surrounding 
sleeve and an ultraviolet lamp as recited in claims 12; a translucent baffle for separating 
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upper and lower sections of a tank as recited in claim 25; a controller sensing an open 
time of a solenoid valve and performing one of activating an alarm and closing the 
solenoid valve as recited in claim 26; or an outer vessel located below and about at 
least a portion of an ultraviolet lamp and connected to a baffle as recited in claim 27.
